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1 4. (Withdrawn) A method for the inhibition of TLR signal, which comprises 
administration of an effective amount of a non-peptide compound to a mammal. 

1 5. (Withdrawn) A method for the prophylaxis or treatment of a disease caused by a 
change in a TLR signal, which comprises administration of an effective amount of a non- 
peptide compound to a mammal. 

1 6. (Withdrawn) Use of a non-peptide compound for the production of a TLR signal 
inhibitor. 

1 7. (Withdrawn) Use of a non-peptide compound for the production of an agent for the 
prophylaxis or treatment of a disease caused by a change in a TLR signal. 

1 8. (Withdrawn) An agent for the prophylaxis or treatment of organ dysfunction, which 
comprises a TLR signal inhibitory substance. 

1 9. (Withdrawn) The agent of claim 1 8, wherein the organ is an organ of central nervous 
system, circulatory system, respiratory system, bone and joint system, digestive system or 
renal and urinary system.
